This bulletin, prepared by Mr. J. K. Upton, 
special agentin charge of the wealth, debt, 
and taxation inquiry, embodies results of a 
census inquiry never before attempted or pub- 
lished by this or any other government. It 
shows in detail the sources of receipts and ob- 
jects of expenditures by complete figures for 
the national and State governments, and by 
figures from 1,318 counties having 60 per 


cent of the population of the country; also |

Colo., Camden, N. J.,and Lincoln, Neb., hav- 
ing a population of 50,000 and upwards, and 
from nearly all municipalities having a popu- 
lation of 4,000 or less than 50,000. Esti-

ties and cities. The expenditures actually re- 
ported in detail, however, embrace 93 per 
cent of the total involved, dea ving less than 7 
per cent based upon estimates, and this por- 
tion has been subjected to such tests as to 
leave little doubt as to its substantial accu- 
racy. 

The total revenues, according to this bulle- 
tin, collected by national, State, and local 
governments in 1890 amounted to 81.040, 
473,013, and the total expenditures on all 
accounts was $915,954,055.

RENOVATING PROGRESS. MAKES 
OHANGES IN AN HISTORIC SPOT. 


On the West Side Where Mrs. O’Leary’s 
Cow Delivered Her Memorable Kick, 
Resulting in the Barning of Chicago, 
the City’s Workmen Spread Layers 
of Relic-Effacing Gravel—Sorrow of the 

' Residents at the Presumptuous Alter- 

tions- The Tale of 71. 

One by one the historical landmarks of 
Chicago are obliterated by the soulless vio- 
‘lence of the slements or the equally non- 
sentimental stride of civilization. The great 
cottonwood tree on Eighteenth street, which

That she is regarded 
as the cause, even accidentally, of the great 
Chicago fire is the grief of her life. She is 
shocked at the levity with which the subject is 
treated and at the satirical use of her name 
in connection with it. As she has told me a 
thousand times, she wasin bed asleep when 


ng into her stable and meting to 

her cow. That she has been substituted for 
the Laughlins she attributes to the Chicago 
press, for which she entertains the bitterest 
hatred. She admits no reporters to her pres- 
ence, and she is determined that whatever 
ridicule history may heap on her it will have 
to do it without the aid of her likeness. Many 
are the devices that have been tried to pro- 
cure a picture of her, but she has -been 
sharp for any of them. No cartoon will ever 
make any sport of her features. She has not 
a likeness in the world and will never have 
one.

The addition 
that has been bullt gives room for seventy 
patients more, but the addition is crowded 
like the main building.

work. A leading Ohio operator is authority 
for this statement and he is backed in his 
opinion by a Pittsburg operator who was here 
to consult with the operators of this State 
Wednesday. They say the Cleveland confer- 
enee came much nearer solving the problem 
that the public knows; in fact plans fora set- 
tlement were perfected by both sides to the con- 
troversy in separate executive sessions at Cleve- 
land and it was agreed if one obstacle to an 
adjustment of the scale could be removed a 
resumption of work would follow. The scale 
finally agreed upon has been kept a secret, 
although it has been hinted at upon several 
oceasions and it is understood that both 
parties concluded to meet each other half 
way in order to restore peace. That is to say, 
60. cents in Ohio and 69 cents in Pennsy!- 
vania were to constitute the basis for the na- 
tional settlement. th sides stipulated, how- 
ever, tnat unless the one obstacle could be re- 
moved the agreement should be null and void. 
When asked as to the nature of the obstacle 
that stands in the way of the settlement going 
into effect the Ohio operators said: The 
trouble is that a large number of operators. 
mostly of Pennsylvania and Illinois, are 
bound by contracts with different railroad 
companies to furnish them with hundreds of 
thousands of tons of coalat a price based upon 
the conditions of trade before the strike 
was inaugurated, and unless the railroad com- 
panies can be prevailed upon to deciare 
these contracts off the operators bound by 
them cannot possibly pay the increase in 
es agreed upon. An effort is being made, 
hi with promise of success, to persuace the 
railroad companies to abrogate the contracts 
in the interests of harmony and as a matter 
of good business policy.“

Erne Party in the District Split in Two 
by the Bitter Fight. ; 
Hammonp, Ind., May 24,.—)Special.|— 
Charles B. Landis of Carroll County, editor 
of the Delphi Jeurnal, a comparatively young 
man and, as events proved, a hard, energetic 
fighter, was nominated today as the Repub- 
liean candidate for Congress in the 
Tenth Indiana District after one of 
the most turbulent conventions recorded 
in the history of + party. The 
act was performed in the open air with the 
aid of a net. The friends of his opponent, ex- 
Judge William Johnston, an elderly man 
worth $150,000, bolted the convention and 
will not support Mr. Landis at the polle next 
November. The party appears to be split 


in halves and the prospect is good for the 


election of a Democrat in one of the three 
Indiana districts usually relied upon to re- 
turn a Republican majority. 

The events that led up to this unfortunate 
condition of affairs have been highly senea- 
tional from the beginning. They began with 
a spirited canvass of the district by the rival 
candidates, now bitter enemies, and were fol- 
lowed by one of the most startling episodes 
known to political campaigns—the theft, or 
cars, 
which deprived) one of the warring fac- 
tions (Landis“) of an opportunity to be 
represented in a county convention, the del- 
egates from which held the balance of power 
in the district. This novel feature of the 
fight, however, which has led to a lawsuit 
against the railroad and intensified the bitter- 
ness which existed at that time, was a trifling 
incident when compared with the scenes of 
disorder and excitement of today. 

Held Out of Doors. 
Not content with the notoriety attached to 


an act that smacked of the Jesse James style 


of doing business, whether the train yas stolen 
or not, the Republicans of the district marked 
the day of their convention with an innova- 
tion in the way of holding their meeting out 
of doors where, as might have been known, it 
was impossible to preserve order. 

It had been proposed te call the 184 dele- 
gates together in the opera-house, but as the 
crowd poured in with badges showing 
their choices and headed by brass 
bands, led by gorgeously-clad drum- 
majors, it became apparent that the local 
place of amusement would nut bold a fourth 
of those who wanted to attend.

The convention was at last called to order 
by Charles Hanley, Chairman of the District 
committee, and William T. Wilson of Cass 
was made permanent Chairman with W. B. 
Austin of Jasper as Secretary. There was no 
opposition to their selection, though it was 
understood that both were friends of Landis. 

While Chairman Wilson was extendi his 
thanks the contesting delegation from Lake 
County marched down the center aisle and 
took front places on the floor, there being no 
seats for them.  , Subsequently new of 
Porter tried to have them removed by mov.

The Populist State Convention here today 
was held in Tomlinson Hall. There were 
2.952 votes, and the enthusiasm was of a 
eycionic character. It was the biggest third 
party demonstration and has perhaps. greater 
significance than any convention of any 
minor political party held in Indiana since 
the first Republican convention before the 
war. Democrats were simply dazed. Re- 
publicans stood off and witnessed the pro- 
ceedings with mingled surprise and dread. It 
did not take long for an outsider to learn that 
Indiana Democracy has the most to fear 
from today’s work. Of alt the numerous 
epeeches and the multitudes of shouts not 
one, so far as could be learned, came from a 
man who had been identified with the Kepub- 
lican party, any way recently. Democrats 
who had voted for Cleveland twice and three 
times stood on chairs-or mounted the plat- 
form and proclaimed their entire repentance 
as well as disgust for having been 80 lon 
blind to their own interests, After every suc 
confession the convention thundered its ap- 
plause. Optimistic Populists in talking of 
the situation in Indiana declared that

22,208. Some went so far as to claim they 
would poll 100,000 votes at the election next 
fall. Republicans are hoping that the figures 
are not overdrawn.

DEMOCRATS IN A FLURRIED SYIATE. 
Confused by the Discovery of Their Extra 
Sesston Scheme. : 

Since it has been made public that certain 
influential Democrats intended to urge Gov. 
Altgeld to convene the Legislature in special 
session about the middle of next month for 
the purpose of repealing the Senatorial appor- 
tionment law the local members of the State 
committee have lost no opportunity 
to ridicule the idea. The ‘announce- 
ment that a special session was 
even thought of was first’ published 
in Tue Trisuns. The fact fof the matter is 
that the plan of callmg the Legislature to- 
2 was a state secret, and the fact that it 

as become known has interfered with the ar- 
rangements of some of the party managers. 
All the party advisers do not agree as to this 
being a wise move and some even 
take the position that the Legislature 
cannot, under (the Constitution, repeal 
the apportionment law. There is no 
doubt but the next General Assembly 
has rot the power to repeal the law, but the 
claim is made that as the law is the creation 
of the present body it can be repealed and a 
new one passed. The whole thing was in an 
unformed state and it was not definitely 
known whether Gov. Altgeld could be induced 
to issue a proclamation. Competent lawyers 
had given it as their opinion that. the appor- 
tionment law could be repealed 
by this General Assembly. Just what 
will now be made cannot be 
ascertained. The members of the State com- 
mittee may continue their talk that they had 
no intention of asking the Governor to pur- 
sue any such course and when the proper 
time comes the Legislature will be convened. 
Many of the leaders are anxious to have the 
Legislature called together, but will not dis- 
cuss the matter. A man in a position to be 
wellinformed said yesterday that there was 
no doubt but the body would be called to- 
gether some time next month.

PERFECTING THE GREAT OIL TRUST, 


Russian and Standard Monopolies Combine 
to Control the World’s Supoly. | 
New York, May 24.— Special. — Further 


of the two greatest monopolies on earth, the 
Standard Oil trust, and the Russian gil 
trust, has reached this city, It shows that the 
move to effect a new division of the whole 
world is going forward briskly and that com- 
mercial geography is being transferred and 
new hemispheres mapped out under the super- 
vision of a Russian committee and an agent 
of the Standard Oil magnates. These nego- 
tiations are, it now appears, being conducted 
by order and with the approval of the Russian 
Minister of Finance, but in entire indepen- 
dence of governmental power as to all the 
other nations of the earfh. The Standard Oil 
company is negotiating with the Russian 
Government through a committee a formal 
treaty involving vast commercial interests, 
not only in this country and in Russia, but in 
every other nation of the globe. The imme; 
diate effect of this treaty will be to raise the 
price of oil to the people of the world and to 
pour uncounted millions into purses already 
overflowing with toll levied upon the people 
of America. This treaty exists at present in 
the form of a ** memorandum of agreement,“ 
drawn up and signed by all the members of 
the syndicate of the Russian petroleum re- 
finers, with the consent of the Minister of 
Finance.“ 

One great foreign refinery, that of Mann- 
heim, refuses to join the trust, and one or two 
American associations, chiefly the Independ- 
ent Producers’ Oil compauy, have not yet sur- 
rendered to the Standard combination. Until 
either the Mannheim refineries refuse to buy 
crude oil of the Producers’ a or the 
Producers company refuses to sell the Mann- 
heim refineries, the monopoly will still lack a 
little of being absolute, and the Russian Min- 
ister will refuse to approve the treaty. As an 
indication of the willingness of the Russian 
Government to assist the refiners, im mediate- 
ly after the conclusion of the agreement in 
February, the freight over the government 
railway, from Bakee to Batonno, the shipping 
port of Russian oil, was reduced by the Min- 
ister of Finance five kopecks a pound, which 
will make the price of oil 62 cents a barrel of 
forty-two gallons. Refined Russian oil will 
be worth two cents a gallon. The Russians 
expect by this to gain an increase in the busi- 
ness of the world, and to force the agreement 
with the Standard trust to wipe out other com- 
petition and divide the world’s market at ad- 
vanced prices. |

REPUBLICANS ARE DETERMINED ON 
HAVING HIM OUSTED.

At the Meeting of the County Executive 
Committee Today a Plan for Securing 
the Election C issioner’s Removal 
Will Be Devised@Doubts as to Scales 
Acting in Harmony with the Commit- 
tees Wis- The City Hall Slate for 
County Offices Still Stands. 


At the meeting of the Republican County 
Executive committee this afternoon action 
will be taken towards securing proper repre- 
sentation of the Republicans on the Election 
Board. Mr. Hutchings, who has been up- 
pointed by Judge Scales to represent the Re- 
publicans, is not acceptable to the party. He 
was appointed in the first instange on the rec- 
ommendation of Democrats. Hutchings was 
a member of the General Assembly in 1891, 
and during the contest for the Senatorship 
that year he did not always act in accordance 
with the action of the party caucus. He was 
regarded as an off ox. He commended him- 
self in that way to Representatives McInerney 
and Donnelly and Mayor Hogan of Geneva, who 
was a member of the Democratic steering 
committee. These gentlemen are friends of 
Judge Scales and they asked him to appoint 
Hutchings as Election Commissioner. Scales 
made the appointment as solicited. Donnelly, 
Hogan, and McInerney predicted the appoint- 
ment would be made several weeks before it 
was officially announced. Since then Hutch- 
ings has acted on the advice of the trio. There 
have been occasions when Mr. Hogan, who is 
nota resident or voter in this city, sat by 
Hutchings in the Election Board and directed 
his decision on critical questions. Mr. Hogan’s 
action was commented on in Tun TRIBUNE on 
these occasions. One of them was during the 
selection of Democratic Judges in February, 
1893, when Mr. Harrison and Mr. Hesing 
were candidates for the Democratic Mayoralty 
nomination. Mr. Hogan and Judge Scales 
for some reason were then opposed to Hesing, 
and Judges hustile to the German editor’s in- 
terests were selected. After a time Hutch- 
ings put himself under the guidance of Larry 
Boyle, who has since directed his vote. It 
was under the inspiration of Boyle that 
Hutchings voted last November for the illegal 
registration preceding the Mayoralty election 
of December. 

His reappointment, notwithstanding the pro- 
test of the Republican committee and the Re- 
publican press two months after, was the re- 
ward of his subserviency to Democratic inter- 
ests on that occasion. When he obtained the 
appointment he pledged himself to Chairman 
Smyth of the Republican committee, Secre- 
tarv Van Cleave. and Mr. Mamer that he 
would thereafter act in harmony with the 
Republicans. He failed to keep his promise. 
Now Mr. Van Cleave and Mr. Mamer, who 
went on his official bonds on the strength cf 
his pledges. will probably withdraw from his 
bond on the ground that his backsliding and 
bad faith had become a matter of record. and 
that the grand jury has not only indicted him, 
but has singled out his appointment and hia 
conduct for special censure. The Executive 
committee of the Republican organization 
will probably take action on the matter today 
and request Mr. Mamer and Mr. Van Cleave, 
who are both members, to withdraw from the 
bond. The committee will at the same time 
formally request Judge Scales to appoint 
some suitable Republican. It is not likely, 
however, that Judge Scales will remove 
Hutchings, who is his most faithful servitor. 
Scales is a candidate for reéiection and does 
not want a watchful Republican on the 
Election Board. Such a man might bea 
source of embarrassment to Scales’ Demo- 
cratic friends. 

Another matter whichis likely to occupy 
the attention of the Republican Executive 
committee today is the fixing of a date for the 
county convention, Chairman Smyth and 
others urge that the convention be held on the 
30th of June. The friends of Henry Wulff 
object and say it will be time enough to hold 
the convention in August. All that the Exec- 
utive committee can doin the matter is to 
make a recommendation to the full commit 
tee, which will be called together some time 
next week. The chances are in favor of the 
earlier convention. 

The probability of that is bringing a num- 
ber of new candidates to the front. Commis- 
siover John N. Cunning of the County Board 
is the latest entry for Probate Clerk aud A. 
O. Cooper is now talked of for County Clerk. 
The race for the Treasurership nomination 
lies between Mr. Raymond and Mr. Kochers- 
perger. Mr. Raymond’s friends are confi- 
dent, while Mr. Kochersperger’s friends claim 
they will have 300 votes in the convention 
out of 506 on the first ballot. They don't 
tell where the votes are to come from. Com- 
missioner Kunstman meets with considerable 
favor asa candidate for Probate Clerk. and 
the Criminal Court Clerkship will go either 
to Mr. Dunn of the Twelfth Ward or Mr. 
Erickson of the Seventeenth Ward. There 
is no opposition to O. T. Bright for County 
Superintendent of Schools on the Republican 
side. The Democrats will nominate his op- 
ponent of two years ago— Charles F. Bab- 
cock—against him. 


City Hall Slate Still Stands. 


The Democrats are so much disturbed by 
the report of the grand jury and the indict- 
ments returned against so many officials of 
the party that they have abandoned their task 
of slate-making for the time being. But the 
old City Hall combine slate still stands. The 
candidates will be of City Hall choosing, as 
more than ninety of the 120 members of 
the committee are City Hall employés. So 
convinced are Mr. Harrison’s friends that 
their candidate for the Treasurership will not 

et fair play that they advise Mr. Harrison to 
draw out. They tell him there is no use to 
expect fair play at the primaries, The City 
Hall bosses, with the aid of the police, will 
manage thmgs, Mr. Harrison is disposed to 
take this view of tne case also.

Supt. Schofield Has a Knife Out for Inef- 
ficient and Negligent Contracto 

Supt. Schofield announced yesterday that 
Contractor Harrington, who has the scaven- 
ger work in the Fifth and two or three other 
wards, was redoubling his efforts to clean the 
alleys and set himself right with the public 
and the Bureau of Street and Alley Cleaning. 
The foreman of the Fifth Ward: confirmed 
yesterday the statements made in Tun Txris- 
uNE with reference to Contractor Harring- 
ton's slip-shod work. The ward inspector has 
not heretofore made any trouole for the con- 
tractor hy reporting him, as he deserved, to 
the Street Cleaning Bureau. There are a few 
ot the wari foremen who do not try to stand 
in with ward contractor and who are not 
too lazy to makea tour of inspection. The 
condition of his ward does not indicate that 
the foreman of the Fifth falls in the class of 
creditable inspectors. 

In conhection with the work of ridding the 
alleys of their offensiveness Justice Dooley

decided that an empty scavenger wagon docs 
not commit a nuisance when it stands on the 
street, although a full wagon does. It seems 
that the vicinity of Twenty-sixth street and 
Western avenue isa favorite locality for scav- 
enger wagons to congregate while the driv- 
ers regale themselves with beer. A few days 
ago the city authorities had several of them 
arrested for keeping their wagons standing on 
the public highway. The residents in the vi- 
cinity made strong complaints, When 
the cases were called before Justice 
Dooley he decided that a wagon when it is full 
of refuse commits an offense by stopping on 
the streets. The Justice, however, thought 
that an empty wagon emitted no smel! and 
consequently the scuvenger carta may gather 
in any number without running the risk of 
their drivers being fined.

HALF A CENTURY OF THE TELEGRAPH. 


First Message Was Flashed on the Wires 
Fifty Years Ago Yesterday. 

Fifty years ago yesterday the first telegraph 
message transmitted as a public test was 
flashed over the wires from Washington to 
Baltimore in these words, What hath God 
wrought?’ That message, although not the 
first transmission ot words by electricity, 
electrified the world, for it marked the estab- 
lishment of the art of telegraphy and the be- 
ginning of the fame of Samuel Finley Breese 
Morse, whose service to the world it is now 
proposed Congress shall celebrate in a bronze 
statue of the inventor, to be set up in front of 
the new Congressional Library at Washing- 
ton, 

It was hoped by the promoters that a bill 
appropriating a eum sufficient for this pur- 
pose might be passed by Congress and be- 
come a law the very day that the half century 

ost in the life of telegraphy was reached. 

tirring appeals are now made in the electri- 
cal journals to all those who are interested in 
perpetuating the memory of the great in- 
ventor. They are asked to communicate with 
their representatives in Congress and urge 
them to favor the project. 

Prof. Morse’s descendants are nearly all 
engaged in electrical pursuits. One, his 
grandson and namesake, is a resident of this 
city and a member of a firm handling insul- 
ated wire, He possesses a large collection of 
books, pamphiets, pictures, clippings, and 
letters relating to his grandfather, whose life 
and its incidents are extensively treated in 
current electrical publications.

Lines Are Now Fullerton Avenue, West 
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nati Agents Will Accept U1 Com- 
missions=Rates Advanced in Denver. 


The Committee of Fourteen held another 
meeting yesterday and agreed upon an 
amendment with reference to Class 3. The 
document as it originally stood allowed tne 
mem bers of this class to get commissions out- 
side the district bounded by Chieago and Ash- 
land avenues and Twenty-second street.

FIRE POLICY RENEWAL DECISION. 


Wisconsin Supreme Court Passes Upon an 
Important Question. 

An important decision has just been handed 
down by Judge Canty of the Supreme Court 
of Wisconsin. It is the case of Andrew Nip- 
palt vs. The Firemen’s Iusurance Company of 
Chicago, in which the court holds that a poli- 
cy of insurance written and deted several 
days prior to a fire, if actually ordered subse- 
quent to said fire, is invalid and did not take 
effect until after the date of the fire. The 
court held where a loss by fire occurred a few 
days aftera policy of insurance on the property 
expired and the insured, learning of the loss 
and knowing that the agent who had issued 
the policy had not learned of it, inquired of 
such agent if he had renewed the — . 
and immediately afterward received a new 
policy from the agent dated back to the time 
of such expiration prior to the fire, he con- 
cealing from the agent the fact of such loss 
and there being no agreement prior to the fire 
for such new insurance, such new policy was 
void for the fraud of the insured. tt is im- 
material whether such new policy was actually 
drawn up and signed before or after the fire, 
In either case there was no agreement to in- 
sure, and the policy did not take effect uatil 
after the fire. 8 


N. J, BENNETT GETS AN AORTUR, -

Secures the Washington of Cincinnati frond 
Gardner & Peck. 
N. J. Bennett has been given the sole agency 
of the Washington of Cincinnati; Fora long 
time it has been a question whether he would 
secure it or whether it would remain with 
Gardner & Peck. The withdrawal of the agency 
from the latter firm leaves it without the sole 
agency of any company. The change will 
give Mr. Bennett standing in the new board 
as an agency member in case the new board 
is organized on sole agency lines. Until the 
reinsurance of the Fidelity of Cincinnati a 
few months ago N. J. Bennett represented 
that company, which was owned and controlled 
by the same people who now operate the 
Washington. 


MUST NOTIFY AGENTS IN WRITING. 


Policy Void if Mortgage Is 
Filed Without Compauy's Consent. 
Green Bay, Wis., May 24.—|Special.]—An 
important decision has just been rendered by 
Samuel D. Hastings, Judge of the Circuit 
Court of Brown County, holding that an in- 
surance agent’s knowledge is no waiver 
of the conditions of a standard policy. 
The case was that of Hugh McDonald vs. Fire 
Association of Philadelphia. A policy of in- 
surance for $1,000 had been issued on lum- 
ber at Fort Howard, the usual Wisconsin 
standard form being used. The property was 
destroyed by fire and the company refused 
to pay because a chattel mortgage had been 
placed thereon without the knowledge and 
consent of the company in writing. The 
plaintiff offered proof that the agent knew of 
the transaction, and that his act constituted a 
waiver of the condition. Judge Hastings dis- 
missed the bill. 


ADVANCE IN DENVER RATES, 


Result of Council Failure to Make Appro- 
priation for the Fire Department. 
Denver, Colo., May 24.—(Special.]—Fire 
underwriters today gave notice that after two 
weeks all risks would be advanced 25 cents 
on the hundred. If at that time 
the City Council sees fit to waive 
political differences and make an appropria- 
tion for 10,000 feet of hose and a new engine 
company on Capitol Hill, tue order will be 
revoked. Insurance inspectors made a close 
inspection of the fire department today and 
verified the report of Chief Roberts, that 
his predecessor had not left sufficient 
hose to handle a large fire. approopria- 
tion will probably be made and then the Fire 
and Police Board will investigate.

Dr. Smith’s Case Peculiar: '

Common Headquarters Proposed=Even- 
' dmg Reception to the Delegates. 

Members of the Religious Congress listened 
to discussions on sum schools to propagate 
liberality in religious t ht, on ministerial 
training, and on the feasibility of common 
headquarters at yesterday's meeting in Sinai 
Temple. Devotional exercises opening the 
morning session were led by Dr. Hoffman. 
Reports were the order of business, and the 
first was made by Dr. H. W. Thomas on 
Liberal Summer Schools, Open Chautau- 
quas, eto.“ There was need for something of 
the: sort, he said, and then continued: We 
have here a large city and an immense popu- 
lation, but no place near by where we can go 
duting the summer to hold our meetings in 
furtherance of the liberal movement. We 
should be able, I think, to find some place 
where buildings and accommodations would 
be furnished for the advertisement and 
profit our assemblies would afford. The com- 
mittee has this matter under consideration 
and before the congress closes we will be able 
to report something definite in regard to the 
matter. g 

“What can we do together in the smaller 
towns and cities where there are no liberal 
societies?’ was discussed by the Rev. A. W. 
Gould. It was difficult, he said, for two de- 
nominations to form a liberal seciety, and far 
this reason he recommended that the con- 

‘gress take upon itself a little missionary 
work. A society which woula do work of this 
sort was pretty near the kingdom of heaven. 

Dr. Hirsch’s Address. 

Dr. E. G. Hirsch made the preliminary re- 
port on “ Ministeriai Trainmg. He said 
much of the religious training was like pour- 
ing water into a funnel. It was confined to 
too narrow limits and directed toa certain 
point for a short time, but it went “on 
through.” Scholarship was badly needed 
by the liberal preacher whose religious’ train- 
ing was so often barren and inane. The 
weapon of the would-be expounder of liberal 
religion should be the study of comparative 
religion. Not in a single language, but in all. 
“There is one religion, he said, that a 
man must know to be useful. It must be left 
to his own choice. He must pursue it sei- 
entifically, thoroughly, and with a view 
towards understanding that great religien 
which underlies them all.“ Dr. Hirsch con- 
tinued: 

In order to understand the religion which he 
has chosen the liberal preacher must understand 
the philological medium of that religion in order 
to get at the meaning that was intended. I have 
devoted myself to the Hebrew religicn and to 
that particular. branch of it which is known as 
Christianity. Each one who would speak 
authoritively, infiuentially, and intellectually 
on these matters should examine the books 
which they study critically. historically. and 
philologically. hat we need most for prepara- 
tion for the liberal ministry is biblical criticism, 
and that at first hand. We must work for the 
salvation of society. There is nothing so relig- 
ious as society and the questions growing out of 
and affecting it. The pulpit must speak on these 
things fearlessly. 

Favors a Chair. 

Dr. Hirsch did not think it would be advis- 
able to found a distinctive institution to give 
this liberal education. Such an _ institution 
would require an endowment of $5,000,000. 
Existing institutions were amply sufficient 
with suppiemental professorship, and duplica- 
tion was simply waste. Theschools of Ger- 
many and America affortled wide fields for 
liberal religious education. He spoke at 
wy, 8) upon the advantages of the University 
of Chicago, and declared that with the addi- 
tion of a few chairs for special work along 
the lines of.libetal thought it could not be 
sur in the world as an institution fitted 
to needs of those who are anxious to take 
part in the advancement of the liberal move. 
ment. Already, he said, the Semitic depart- 
ment of that institution could not be equaled. 
In this connection Dr. Hirsch said such a 
chair cwuld be secured for a guarantee of 
$12,000. was anxious to secure this and 
guaranteed that he would raise {from $3,000 
to $4,000 of the amount. 

The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones also warmly 
indorsed the project. He said Dr. Hirsch had 
placed a responsibility upon those present 
and hoped they would respond with their best 
and most earnest efforts. The project found 
great favor with many ministers present, and 
catching the enthusiasm Dr. Jones moved 
that the matter be considered by the following 
committee:

In the matter of State as well as in muhici- 
pal and local receipts and expenditures New 
York, the most populous State, takes the lead 
with receipts for the census year egating 
in round numbers $91,000,000 a ixpanilt 
tures footing up $91,250,000. Illinois, in 
this respect, stands fifth in the list, with re- 
ceipts aggregating $34,184,118 and ex- 
penditures. amounting to 33,715,078. Of 
the receipts $22,728,504 was derived from 
ad valorem taxes on real and personal prop- 
erty, $2,893,378 from liquor licenses, about 
$5,000,000 from special assessments on 
streets, bridges, and sewers. In expenditures 
the State, municipal, and local governments 
expended $11,416,708 for educational pur- 
poses, mainly for public. schools, $2,138,552 
for charitable purposes, $775,690 for judicial 
expenses, including county courts inquiries, 
and inquests, and $772,688 for interest on 


debt. 

The per capita expenditure for the support 
of public schools, as shown by this bulletin, 
varies all the way from $4.24 in California, 
the highest, to 41 cents in South Carolina, the 


lowest. In the aggregate amount expended 
for this object New York again leads the list 
with an expenditure in 1890 of $17,392,274. 
of a per capita of 52.90. Iilinois stands third 


in the list with an aggregate expenditure for 
this purpose of $11,288. a per capita of 
$1.95, against $1.70 in Massachusette, of 
$1.98 in Ohio, $1.69 in Indiana, and $1.60

It was his opinion that the pro- 
visions of the statute regulated the disposi- 
tion of the ballote only as regarded the rights 
of claimants to office, but did not say or 
mean to say that they should be unavailable 
for the detection or punishment of ballot-box 
stuffing crime. : 

This broader, honester construction is sup- 
ported by an argument written by a lawyer 
and printed in one of thecity papers. The 
substance of that argument is as follows: 
Assume that an election judge is indicted for 
making a false return. Such indictment cah 
be found, though the ballots are inaccessible. 
For instance, the returr may be that ten bal- 
lots were voted for A. B. Twenty reputable 
men may go before the grand jury and swear 
they yoted for A. B. That is a good basis for 
an indictment. But when this case comes to 
trial the attorney for the defendant will de- 
mand the production of the ballots. He will 
object to. the evidence of the witnesses as to 
how they voted when the ballots which show 
how they voted are in existence. He will 
say: :

for these reasons he will call for the produc-

The author of this argument holds further 
that if the Legislature were to pass a separate 
law deprivmg a man indicted for making 
fraudulent returns of the right to use the bal - 
lots to prove his innocence the law would de 
unconstitutioral.

WHAT A GROSS PARTISAN COUNTY JUDGE 
CAN DO, 

A local mugwump paper, speaking of the 
decision of the three Judges to the effect that 
the grand jury, which is the great inquisitor 
of the law, cannot look at election ballots un- 
der any circumstances—that they cannot be 
inspected though the life or liberty of a man 
depended on it—remarks: ; 

If it is established as the law that the County 
Judge has the right to refuse access to these bal- 
lots through his appointees, the Election Com- 
missioners, criminal procedure under the elec- 
tion law for interference with the ballots is 
made impossible. And also it may be said that 
if the ballots can be opened only by the County 
Judge in election contests and he can protract 
such contests indefinitely then he is master of 
the making and unmaking of all public officials 
elected by the people—that is to say, if a corrupt 
County Judge should see fit to allow his subordi- 


nates on the Election Board to practice frauds ° 


upon the ballots there would be literally no way 
of getting at them to prosecute them. 


This is among the | possibilities, Nor is the 
case stated quite strongly enough. The Coun- 
ty Judge chooses the Commissioners, who 
select the judges and clerks of the election 
precincts who make the registry, receive and 
count the ballots, and announce the result. 
Subject to an appeal to him, his Election 
Commissioners pass on the validity of all cer- 
tificates of nomination and nomination pa- 
pers. Thus the County Judge decides what 
names shall go on the ticket as far as con- 
cerns city officers. The Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the County Judge have charge of 
the printing of all ballots and can print them 
correctly or incorrectly as they please. And 
the Judge’s Election Commissioners canvass 
the vote. 

So the County Judge has in his hands abso- 
lutely the control of elections in this city. If 
a partisan Judge who stuck at nothing were 
to hold that place he could reélect himself. 
He could determine the politics of Legisla- 
tures, and if they were nearly evenly bal- 
anced, of Congresses. He could prevent the 
election of any man whom he disliked. An 
unscrupulous partisan Jud,e might do all 
these things undera law which gave to the 
County Judge great powers, the assumption 


of its framers being he would exercise them 


in a non-partisan way. 

Their expectations were faulty. It is true 
that Judge Scales has not gone as far as the 
mugwump paper says he might go if he 
chose, but he has gone far enough to show 
the necessity of retiring him from the bench 
if the election law is to be administered as its 
makers intended it should be, That law pro- 
vides that the minority party shall have one 
Commissioner and half the judges and clerks. 
The minority party has not been given them. 
The Republican Commissioner is as much 
a Republican as Judas Iscariot was a Chris- 
tian, and some of the alleged Republican 


judges and cierks in the tough precincts of 


hard wards where the “fine work has to be 
done are as anxious to win Republican vic- 
tories as Charles Lee was to thrash the British 
at Monmouth when he treacherously defeated 
Washington.

NOW FOR CLEAN ALLEYS. 

Again there is promise of a reform in city 
scavenger methods. A reform has been agi- 
tated for so often and with such poor results 
that the average citizen long ago despaired of 
witnessing an improvement, but this time 
there is room for hape, It is announced that 
the Superintendent of the Bureau of Street 
and Alley Cleaning has determined to rid the 
alleys of the garbage and litter that infest 
them and has notified his subordinates to that 
effect. He has instructed the ward foremen 
that hereafter there will be no trifling either 
with them or the scavenger contractors, that 
all the alleys in each of the wards must be 
cleaned up and kept clean, and that the in- 
spectors must notify him if any contractor is 
unwilling or unable to remove all garbage 
and litter from the alleys “ and keep them re- 
moved.“ In any and all such cases city 
teams are to be put on the work and kept at 
itas long as may be necessary, the expense 
being charged up to the contractor. The 
Mayor and the Chairman of the Finance com- 
mittee of the Common Council are heartily in 
accord with the movement and have expressed 
themselves as in favor of canceling the con- 
tract of every scavenget contractor who does 
not live up to his agreement with the city. 

This is well, but no mere resolve will suf- 
fice. The ward foremen must be looked 
after or they will not look after the contrac- 
tors and hold them to a performance of duty. 
Doubtless some men in both classes have a 
decent regard for tteir obligations and hon- 
estly try todo what they are paid for doing. 
But that is not the case with the majority, and 
perhaps it is true only of a smail minority, 
Many of the ward foremen have shown that 
they do not care for the interests of the tax. 
payers and the health of the residents. Their 
neglect has been so gross and so palpable as 
to prove they are dishonest to the extent of 
being guilty of systematic breach of trust. 
Hence they cannot be depended on for the 
future except as the fear of dismissal is kept 
before their eyes and they know their conduct 
is under strict surveillance. Perhaps it is too 
much to suggest that all those be discharged 
who are known to have grossly neglected their 
duty in the past. If so the only course open 


is to watch them closely and persistently for 


the future. | 

Eternal vigilance ig the price of cleanliness 
in the alleys of a bigicity, and this should be 
exercised by the citizens, not left entirely to 
the authorities. Hitherto the citizen who 
mourved and sickened over the filth in his 
neighborhood has been discouraged from 
notifying the bureau at the City Hall or the 
ward foreman. He hag found it to be of no 
use to complain, aud ¢o has sunk back into 
sullen silence on the subject.

SALOONS IN RESIDENCE DISTRICTS. 


The residents of that part of Lake View 


known as Buena Park are much disturbed 
in mind at the prospect of the establishment 
of a dramshop in their midst. A man made 
application last week for a license to open a 
doggery on a corner where the children are 
in the habit of gomg and wai for the 
street car which takes them to school. While 
this fellow has not yet received hi¢ permission 
to open his saloon, yet he began selling liquor 
last Sunday and making Buena Park more 
lively than usual. ' 

The citizens of that pleasant and handsome 
residence quarter object to this Goggery in- 
trusion, not merely because of their children, 
but for their own sakes, There is no den of 
the kind near them now, and they do not 
want one. They think the presence of a 
whisky shop will not only bea nuisance but 
that it will affect the desirability and value 
of their homes and damage the valuo of their 
property. 

So they have unanimously petitioned the 
Mayor not to grant a permission to run a 
dramshop there. The ordinance requires him 
to grant one where the applicant isa man of 
“good moral character.“ The officers sent 
out to investigate have reported to the Mayor 
that they can find nothing against this man’s 
character, but that every citizen in the neigh- 
borhood strenuously objects to a whisky shop 
being eatablished in their midst. The Mayor 
has refused to grant a license for this reason, 
and forthe further one that this Buena Park 
fellow by opening bis place last Sunday, be- 
fore he had any authority to do so, and at a 
time when he broke the law by doing so, 
showed that in all probability he would not 
run his place in a lawful manner.. 

The Mayor is to be commended for his re- 
fusal, but if the applicant carries his case into 
the courts he may get his license. The Judge 
may say that as the city ordinance stands the 
approval or disapproval of the citizens to 
having a nuisance established in their midst 
must be disregarded. 

But suppose the Judge upholds the Mayor 
on account of this premature opening. Then 
some dummy deputy will come forward, ask 
for a license, and be careful not to sell intox- 
icants before he gets it. The neighbors may 
protest and the Mayor may refuse, but the 
Judge will order that a license be given the 
substitute dummy if he comes up to the 
standard of “moral character” in the opin- 
ion of some police officer. 

What is needed to protect Buena Park and 
similar communities isan ordinance passed 
by the City Council providing that no saloon- 
keeper shall open up a liquor shop in a_resi- 
dence neighborhood without the consent of a 
majority of the householders in the vicinity. 
That would put a stop to all these nuisances 
in such neighborhoods. The Council has 
passed an ordinance forbidding the erection 
in a residence quarter ofa building not de- 
signed for residence purposes unlessa certain 
number of the owners of adjacent property 
consent. Is not a liquor saloon more harm- 
ful and more of a nuisance than' a warehouse 
or a livery stable ora blacksmith shop? No 
one denies it. Then why let in the dram- 
shop and keep out the other places?

A WAY TO REACH THE SUPREME COURT 
IN THE CONTEMPT CASES. 

It has been assumed that the Election Com- 
missioners’ contempt case having been decid- 
ed in their favor by the three Judges it can- 
not be carried to the Supreme Court. A way 
has been pointed out by which the question 
involved in this controversy may be taken 
there and settled authoritatively. It never 
will be till then, for the say-so of one Circuit 
Judge is no better than that of another, 

Judge Chetlain fined the Commissioners 
$1,000 each for contempt and ordered them 
jailed till the fines were paid. Three other 
Judges of equal and concurrent jurisdiction 
ordered the Sheriff to discharge the prisoners 
on the ground that their colleague on the 
bench had made a mistake in his law. Wheth- 
er he was actually mistaken will not be known 
till the Supreme Court is heard from. But 
there still stands on the records of the Criminal 
Court, over which Judge Chetlain presides, 
fines for contempt against these Commission- 
ers. That order the three nisi prius Judges 
cannot blot out. All they have accomplished 
is that payment of the fine shall not be en- 
forced by imprisonment. 

Supposing Judge Chetlain orders an execu- 
tion issued for the collection of the fines of 
these delinquents? What is to prevent his 
doing that? Some other Judges of codr- 
dinate jurisdiction have said he had no right 
to impose those fines, but their ipse dixit”’ 
does not bind him. It does not hinder the 
officers of the Criminal Court sending out to 
collect an unsatisfied fine. If this were done 
the Commissioners would go at once to one 
of their Judges and ask him for an injunc- 
tion. It would be granted. But from that 
injunction the State, seeking to collect its 
dues, could take an appeal to the Appellate 
Court and from it there might be an appeal 
to the Supreme Court and in that court the 
main question could be adjudicated. 

Thus there may be a way in which an au- 
thoritative determination of the law on this 
point can be secured. It is true that the 
Election Commissioners could put a stop to 
proceedings at any time by paying their fines, 
but they would not like todo that. Judge 
Chetlain should think this matter over and 
see if an execution cannot be issued to collect 
sums which the records of his court—records 
which other trial Judges are unable to 
obliterate—show are due by these Commis- 
sioners. 


COAL RIOTS IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

The situation in the Pennsylvania coke re- 
gion is no longer that of a labor contention 
between striking miners and their employers, 
bat of a declaration of rebellion against the 
law and of war against life and property.

The next resolutions urge the passage of a 
tariff reform bill, and the series concludes: 

Resolved, That we condgmn the proposed pas- 
sage of an income tax. We believe it to be un- 
necessary, unjust, and undemocratic. and in vio- 
lation of the spirit at least, of the Constitution of 
the United States. 

This led to a heated discussion, during 
which one speaker, George W. Green, said:

his neck and that he were drowned in the 
depths of the sea. We'll put paper cuffs 
upon his wrists, a paper collar round his 
throat. and run him through the mangie 
of the Troy laundry. The Democrats of the 
State of New York do not propose to stand 
tamely by and let their representatives elected 
to Congress from the City of New York as 
Democrats defeat a Democratic measure at 
the insolent dictation of a local boss. 

These remarks aroused the 11 of 
the friends of Senators Hill and Murphy. and 
Gen. Martin T. McMahon made a spirited de- 
fense.

M’CLAVE DENIES ACCLPTING BRIBES. 
Defense 


He Takes the Stand in His Own 
in the Police Investigation. 

New Yorx, May 24.—[Special.]—Police 
Commissioner McClave took the stand in his 
own defense this afternoon in the Lexow: 
committee and investigation of affairs of 


the Police Depaftment. He denied 
all the charges of accepting money 
from applicants for positions on 


the police force, and accused his son-in-iaw, 
Gideon Granger, of various acts of forgery. 
The Commissioner wept during the recital of 
Granger’s alleged misdeeds and created 
a sensation by declaring that during 
the six years the latter had been mar- 
ried to his daughter he, the Commission- 
er, had paid out $20,000 to cover up his son- 
in-law’s shortcomings.

Senate Committee Fails to Find Out About 
f Sugar Schedule Statements. 

‘ WasHINGTON, D. Cx May 24.—The Senate 
Bribery Investigating committee today began 
the inquiry into the connection of the sugar 
trust with the tariff legislation.

other cases. He declined to state his author- 
ity for the statement that Secretary Carlisle 
had appeared before the tariff_ subcommittee 
before the original Senate bill was reported 
and had insisted that sugar be given protec- 
tion because of rty pledges, or for the 
statement that Mr. Carlisie had himself 
rev and written the r ule, 
This schedule as prepared by Mr. Carlisle is 
still in existence as can be definitely ascer- 
tained from members of the Finance com- 
mittee. He declined to give his authority 
fot the statement that a member of the firm 
of Moore & Schiey, Senator Brice’s brokers, 
had been in ion of the latest amend- 
ments agreed upon to the taniff bill before 
the time when Senator Voorhees insisted on 
the floor that noamendments had been as 
to. He said this firm had a represent- 
ative in Washington to whom the amend- 
ments were handed. With reference to 
the contribution of $500,000 to the cam- 
paign fund in the last Presidential election 
by the sugar trust Mr. Edwards said that it 
would be a breach of faith to reveal the name 
of his authority; that the money had not been 
contributed directly to the National commit- 
tee. but had been given to other organiza- 
tions. Nor was his information positive that 
the sugar trust as such had made the contri- 
butien. Gov. Waller of Connecticut, he said 
had stated that wealthy men of New York had 
contributed $100,000 towards Democratic 
success in Connecticut.

Committee from the Switchmen’s Union 

Here to See That Books Are Straicht. 

If any mistakes have been made by Will- 
iam A. Simsrott, the missing Treasurer of the 
Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Association, in hand- 
ling the cash of that organization the fact will 
soon be made known. From time te time 
since the Treasurer so suddenly and strangely 
disappeared his brother officers have made 
positive statements that there was no shortage 
in the cash. 

Notwithstanding all this a special commit- 
tee was appointed at the annual meeting at 
Evansville, Ind., to make a complete exam- 
ination of all the books in the Treasurer's of- 
fice. This committee congista of C. W. Streeter 
of Newton, Kas., John Dougherty of St. Louia, 
and James Musterd of Chicago. It is probable 
the committee will begin its work at the as- 
sociation offices in the Commerce Building 
this evening. It will probably take several 
days for the committee to finish its task. 
Meantime the detectives will continue to 
search for the missing Treasurer.

He alone was responsi- 
ble for the money. He was under bonds of

This resolution was presented by William 
Hugues, one of the enti-vaccinationists. In 
the audience were 300 persons, more than 
half of whom were women. The meeting was 
called to order by Dr. E. W. Sawyer, who in- 
troduced Dr. Garland, who has been agitating 
anti-vaccination in Englewood for some time. 
Dr. Garland said if his 77 had in them 
any of the blood of their revolutionary fathers 
they would stand for their constitutional 
rights and oppose the efforts to poison their 
systems. He said it was superstition pure 
and simple, but that judgment on the 

uestion was N warped. He intro- 
— Dr. F. O. Pease, who read extracts 
from medical journa.s showing mortality sta- 
tistics were not benefited by vaccination 
that skin diseases and other d@iseases—ineani- 
ty, leprosy. and cancer—could be traced to 
the first vaccination. 

The Chairman, Dr. Sawyer, appointed Will- 
iam Hughes, F. O. Pease, Wiliam Roberts, 
Dr. Garland, and Secretary Kenyon on the In- 
vestigation committee. It was decided to 
hoid another meeting Thursday week, but 
when a request was made for those who 
would support the scheme financially; only 
$6.80 was collected. 


GETS SMALLPOX FROM MONEY, 


Assistant Treasurer Frye Is Infected by 
Currency Beaving the Contagion. 

A. G. Frye, Assistant County Treasurer, was 
taken to the pesthouse suffering with small 
pox yesterday, and he said before he left his 
home for the hospital that he had caught the 
disease from the unclean paper money he is 
compelled to handle daily. He had frequently 
complained to Treasurer Kern of the condition 
of some of the greenbacks that were handed 
in through the receiving tellers’ windows, and 
he had expressed a fear that the money would 
spread smulipox. The soiled money, he said, 
vas geceived from Poles, Bohemians, and 
Italians, who almost daily cali at the Treas- 
urer’s office to pay assessments in smail 
amounts, Frye boarded.with Mra. Margaret 
Brown, who has a boarding-house at No. 20 
Ogden avenue, and he told Mrs. Brown be- 
fore his departure for the pesthouse that he 
was afraid other employés of Mr. Kera’s of. 
fice, who also handle dirty money, would get 
smallpox.

L. Z. LEITER LIKES THE LOOP PROJECT. 


He Thinks the Joint Road Scheme Prac- 
ticable and Desirable. 
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JOHNSON AND BRADLEY DECIDE 
SUE THE DRAINAGE BOARD. 


Their Bid Was Less by $145,000 thin the 
Bid of the Suecessful Firm for u Vor- 
tain Contract, and They Claim the 
Board Was Not Jastified in Deciding 
Against Them=-Lack of Experience or 
Financial Standing Not Supported by 
Facts. 

The Board has an excellent pros- 
pect of becoming involved in a lawsuit for 
taihng to award the contract for the con- 
struction of Sec. 1 of the drainage channel to 
the lowest bidders, Johnson & Bradley. The 
contract was let to Griffith & McDermott 
for $145,000 more than Johnson & Bradley 
offered to do the work for, after a long 
and somewhat heated discussion in which L. 
E. Cooley figured as the leader of the major- 
ity which voted for Griffith & McDermott, 
and B. A. Eckhart championed the cause of 
the minority which wanted to save $145,000 
for the taxpayers. Johnson & Bradley have 
placed the case in the hands of their attorney, 
W. W. Gurley, with the intention of bringing 
suit to compel thefJboard to grant them the 
contract, 

The board objected to Johnson & Bradley 
because their financial showing was alleged to 
be unsatisfactory. Mr. Johnson offered proof 
that his net assets were $100,000 and those 
of Mr. Bradley near that amount. Then they 
brought forward E. F. Goebel, who, they 
said, had intended to go on the contract with 
them, not as a bondsman, but as one of the 
contractors. This the board would not allow 
because Goebel had not signed the bid. 
Mr. Goebel showed the board he was worth 
$509,000. The minority and other bidders 
agree thatso far as financial backing goes 
the two firms were about equal. They were 
also on a par in the matter of experience, 
since neither firm has ever done work of that 
character. 

A point warmly discussed at the board 
meeting was Johnson & Bradley's bid of 
$1.50 acubic yard for a cement retaining 
wall. They said this was an error made by 
the typewriter; that it should have bepn 
$2.90, but since the bid was in and the board 
contended it could not legally be changed 
they would stand by it. They said th 
could build the wall at that price, thou; 
thére would be no profit in it, but they wou 

ake a profit on other parts of the work. 

r. Cooley, on the other hand, declared it 
be an impossibility to coystruct the wall f 
less than $8 a yard, and refore Johnson 
Bradley should mot be allowed 
tempt it. This matter is likely 
cut an important figure in the construction of 
the drainage channel. On the sections 
already contracted for the walls were to 
be built of dry rubble. Now the board 
has decided to change this and make 
the walls of stone laid in cement, which 
means an additional cost of half a 
million. One contract has been let at $3.25 
a yard, and this might be taken as a basis for 


‘figuring. on future contracts. 


rustees Cooley, Boldenweck, Prendergast, 
and Wenter — in favor of giving the con- 
tract to Griffiths & MeDermott and Trustees 
Eckhart, Altpeter, and Gilmore voted for 
Johnson & Bradley. Trustee Russell was 


absent. 

Trustee B. F. Eckhart said his views on the 
matter were pretty clearly set forth in ‘the 
minority report prepared by Mr. Altpeter and 
himself. This says in part: 

Johnson & Bradley company are the lowest 
bidders un the work, figuring on the cement ma- 
sonry wall basis which has been agreed upon by 
the committes. While it is true that only two 
members of this firm, Ernest V. Johnson and Carl 
G. Bradley. signed the original bid, yet it was. 
understood that Elias F. Goebel was a mem- 
bet of their firm when they made the bid, and 
Messrs. Johnson and Bradley so stated the first 
time they appeared before the Committee 
on Engineering and Finance, and thereupon the 
committee tequested that Mr. Goebel appear be- 
fore them; in response to which request Mr. 
Goebel came before the committer, presented a 
statement showing his net assets in excess of 
$500.000. He stated that he was a member of 
the firm and expressed a willingness to enter into 

i it individually with 
Messrs. Johnson and Bradley at the prices named 
in their bid. The financial showing of Johnson, 
Bradley, and Goebel is equal to that of 
any other bidder, We cannot agree with the 
majority that in the letting of Section G the 
committee held without division that the lowest 
bidder could not associate with himself in the 
work other contractors. In several instances this 
Board has allowed persons to come in and sign 
the contract who did not sign the original bid. 


It the argument of the majority report that only 
contractors with special experience in this kind 
of work should be awarded contracts were 
followed no contracts could be let, as no great 
canals like the ome under construction by this 
district have heretofore been completed in this 
country. We disagree with the majority of the 
committee that this board has had a disastrous 
i j letting work to the lowest 
best contractors now on 
the lowest bidders. 
Wedo not believe that the trustees have any 
right to reject a bid because they are of the opin- 
ion that the work cannot be done at the price bid, 
providing the bidder is responsible. It is cer- 
tainly not the province of the trustees to let con. 
tracts to the highest responsible bidder instead 
of to the lowest. If Johnson, Bradley & Goebel 
are willing to risk their money, their time, and 
their experience the law requires and the best in- 
terests of the public demand that the contract 
should be awarded to them. 

Ernest V. Johnson of the firm of Johnson 
& Bradiey was indignant at the treatment his 
firm had received. 

Our financial showing was as good as that 
of any other firm,’ said he. It looks strange 
to me that the board should turn over 
$145,000 of the people's money to 
this firm. And yet Cooley got up 
and said in the board meeting he regretted 
they could not let the contract to even a 
higher bidder. Again they talked of our in- 
experience. So far as that is concerned I 
think we can make at least as good a showing 
as Griffiths & MceDermott.”’ 


INVESTIGATION OF CITY CHARITIES, 


Society Having That for an Ohject Is Bent 
on Going Ahead, 

The Society for the Investigation of Chari- 
ties held a meeting yesterday at the Audito- 
rium Hotel under the Chairmanship of Presi- 
dent Milton George. In the case of a home, 
the managers of which had objected to the 
visits of the officers of the society, it was 
unanimously decided after discussion to con- 
tinue the investigation in spite of the fact that 
a suit had been threatened by the Secretary 
of the home. The manager of a mission in 
the heart of the city has declared that the so- 
ciety has been formed to investigate its par- 
ticular methods. This is denied by President 
George, who says that the institution had not 
been heard of until the managers came and 
said they were being attacked. A report was 
received favorable to the establishment of a 
home for girls on the South Side. The names 
of institutions which the society had found to 
be worthy of support will not be published 
until a thorough investigation has been made.
